Arms. — The  earliest  instance  that  T  liave  noticed  of  the  use  of  arms 
by  this  family  is  to  be  found  on  the  seal  to  the  Will  of  Jolin  Hiscoe,  1687  (see 
page  16).  The  coat  which  he  bore  was,  I'lirar  grei/kouiuls  in  pa/r,  caurnnt. 
Crest:  A  grajhoidul,  coiirant,  seizing  a  hare.  'I'hesc  arms  also  a|i|)ear  on  the 
monument  of  \'incent  John  Hiscoe,  1770  (see  page  9),  the  field  being  urgent,  and 
the  charges  sa/'/f.  Under  the  grant  of  1830  (see  page  8),  the  Uiscoe  Family  of 
Holton  bore  until  1866,  Quarterly — 1  and  4  (I'lscoi;),  Pali/  of  six,  or  and  iiert, 
three  greyhounds  current,  in  pu/e  ermine,  each  gorged  with  a  collar  gold; 
2  and  3  (Eaklk),  Quarterly  gules  and  argent,  three  escallops,  tiio  and  one,  within  a 
hordure  engrailed,  counterchanged.  Crest :  On  a  mount,  vert,  in  front  oj  an  oak- 
tree,  a  greyhound  current,  proper,  collared  or,  seizing  a  hare,  aho  proper.  At  the 
last-mentioned  date,  the  re]ircsentative  of  this  branch  of  the  family,  on  assuming 
by  Royal  Licence  the  name  of  Biscoe,  in  place  of  his  |)atronymic  Tyndale,  was 
allowed  to  bear  the  arms  of  Biscoe  as  in  the  previous  grant,  (|uartering  Tvndale: 
'  Argent,  on  a  f esse  gules  between  three  garbs  sable,  a  martlet  or. 

Other  Biscoes. — There  was  another  family  of  this  name  living  in 
Colchester  from  about  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  a  somewhat 
extensive  family  of  Biscoes  reside  in  the  N(jrth-Kastern  suburbs  of  London,  whither 
they  came  from  Hertfordshire.  I  have  made  no  attempt  to  trace  the  history  of 
these  two  lines.

New  England. — I  bulievi;  that  in  tliL'  United  States  of  America  there  are 
still  some  Hiscoes  who  descend  from  Nathaniel,  the  emigrant  (see  page  5).  Hond's 
'  History  of  Watertovvn '  gives,  in  narrative  form,  some  aceoiuit  of  this  the  senior 
hraneh  of  the  family. 

Indkx. — The  Indices  of  Names  and  of  Places  will,  no  doubt,  be  found 
convenient  for  reference,  and  a  l)eru:^al  of  the  former  of  these  will  shew  that  there 
occur,  amongst  the  alliances  of  the  family,  several  names  of  note,  e.g.,  (irinling 
Gibbons,  Edmund  Calamy,  Vincent  Alsop,  Thomas  Emivn,  Sir  Robert  Harry 
Inglis,  George  Basevi,  George  Robins,  and  many  others  tliat  are  to  be  lound  in 
biographical  dictionaries.
